Deficit Found 
in Hospital: 
Suicide Bared 


Two sensations have shocked the 
staff and board of trustees of the 
Washington Park hospital during the 
last week, it became known last night. 
One was that an audit of the books 
disclosed a shortage that runs 
into many thousands of dollars. The 
other was the suicide on last Wednes- 
day of Mrs. Katherine McDonald Ker- 
wick, former bookkeeper for the insti- 
tution. 

The audit has disclosed discrepancies 
amounting to about $20,000 for the last 
year, according to Dr. H. L. O’Connor, 
the hospital superintendent. He de- 
clared that so far no one is under 
suspicion and said that the apparent 
shortage may be due to errors in book- 
keeping. 

Former Bookkeeper Ends Life. 

Mrs. Kerwick’s suicide was a shock 
to her friends in the institution, 
among whom she had been popular 
until she was discharged last January 
after Beryl Geiel, an auditor, had re- 
ported that she had been careless in 
her bookkeeping. She had been with 
the hospital five years and had mar- 
ried James Kerwick, formerly an am- 
bulance driver at the hospital. She 
took poison in her home at 6520 Ingle- 
side avenue, and died in the hospital 
where she formerly was employed. 

No Evidence of Guilt. 

“Our audit is not complete,” Dr. 
O’Connor said. “ There is not the least 
evidence to connect Mrs. Kerwick or 
anybody else with the possible short- 
age. It is true that just before she 
killed herself Mrs. Kerwick was called 
in to explain some items. But others 
who have worked on the books also 
were called in. We handle large sums 
of money yearly. It is doubtful if 
the books will reveal discrepancies 
much in excess of what we have found. 
The hospital has been running behind, 
but that is not unusual. All hospitals 
have bad years.” 

Dr. Cari O. Young of Biloxi, Miss., 
president of the hospital association, 
will come to Chicago next. week to 
take up the matter, Dr. O’Connor said. 
and fix the guilt if it is diftiosed that 
any one is guilty.

Eighteen patients in a private hos- 
pital at 3824 South Michigan avenue 
were bewildered yesterday to learn 
that their medical savior, Dr. J. H.

During that time many patients have 
passed through the hospital and been 
treated by the doctor.

Patents that might have given him 
international fame, investments with a 
par. of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, but no assets of tangible value 
were listed tin the inventory of the es- 
tate of Edward ©. Harbert, late tnven- 
tor, fled yesterday in the Probate 
court before Judge F. Geary, assistant 
to Probate Judge Horner.

of the telephone, the inventory dis- 
closed. He might have gained the fame 
that was Alexander Graham Bell’s if 
his patent for an acoustic telephone 
device, fled in 1883, had been upheld 
by the courts.

For example, Har- 
bert devised a rotary bread cutter, now 
used in all restaurants, years before 
any one else thought of the idea, it 
was said. But the patent was worth- 
less because Harbert could not inter- 
est any one in manufacturing the cut- 


In 1915, Harbert invented an elec- 
trical device, a patent on which was 
listed as worthless in the inventory, 
which could kill at a distance. 
experiments on the lake front, killing 
sea gulls at a distance of 300 feet, at- 
tracted muck notice, European gov- 
ernments were said to be bidding for 
the rights to the invention. Then, 
Harbert became ill, expressed the opin- 
ion that the invention was too danger 
ous to the human race, and destroyed 
the apparatus.

Dever Backs Milk Program. 

As the health commissioner revealed 
the progress already attained in the 
milk campaign, it was revealed at the 
mayor's office that Mayor Dever in- 
tends to fully support Dr. Bundesen in 
the milk program. ‘ 

While the mayor refused to make a 
formal statement, it was learned that 
he had expressed himself as desiring 
to countenance no delay in providing 
pure milk for the city’s babies and 

- children. 

Hundreds of letters and not a few 
delegations .of citizens have come to 
the mayor, some: protesting against 
Dr. Bundesen’s program, others con- 
gratulating ‘him upon it. He has taken 
the position, it was learned, that the 
ordinance passed by the city council, | 
setting. April 1 as the date for barring 
milk from diseased herds, is mandatory 
upon both himself and Dr. Bundesen, 
and he could not compromise its pro- 
visions if he would. 

Fifteen Inspectors are Busy. 

Fifteen inspectors from the health 
department have been busy for months 
in outlying states examining the herds 
and dairy plants wherever the milk 
was to be sent to Chicago. 

“Only the owners of herds which 
have Been inspected, and the milk 
found entirely satisfactory, will be per- 
mitted to send milk to the city,” Dr. 
Bundesen said. é 

The commissioner declared that 
threats had been made upon him, offer- 
ing violence if he did not grant addi- 
tional time to the farmers beyond 
April 1. He aaid that regardless of 
any threats he intended to enforce 
the ordinance. . 

“The opposition to the pure milk 
fight comes from a disgruntled minor- 
ity of farmers who are lied to and mis- 
led,’”” Commissioner Bundesen said. 

“The government veterinarians are 
working all hours of the day in Illi- 
nois, striving to test as many cattle 
before April 1 as is humanly possible, 
so that the greatest number of farm- 
ers vill be enabled to find a market 
for their milk in Chicago.”

In Austria American film representa 
tives are fighting laws now being 
written which will affect this trade in 
the future.

Sour Milk Ice Creams. 


The vogue for the drinking of sour 
milk, for eating it with sugar and 
cream, and for using it frozen, all in 
the interest of health, has passed away 
nearly. Nevertheless there ought to 
have been something permanent added 
to our dietaries by what was learned 
and practiced along this line about a 
dozen years ago. 

For one thing, the ice creams made 
with buttermilk, or soyr milk, and 
fruit Are not so sickeningly sweet as 
many of the all cream frozen desserts 
are, and this is of advantage at periods 
when people find themselves with les- 
sening appetites, as in springtime. 

These ice creams may be simply 
made. For a pint of sour milk or but- 
termilk allow one eggs yolk, three- 
fourths of’ a cup of sugar, and one- 
half cup of cooked fruit. If the fruit 


the ice cream will not seem sweet, al- 
though it will contain the calories that 
should be counted with care under cer- 
tain circumstances. Beat the yo! ik of | 
the egg well, then beat in the sugar, 
and finally the milk, which, if clab-

PathW hen Gentlemen W hisper 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
New York, March 26.—-[Special.]— 
The leggedy little kids and the kiln- 
dried little men who straddle the race- 
horses in the United States will have 
to live priestly lives for a time, be- 
cause the fly cops are on the prowl 
and the police whistles are shrilling. 
The Kentucky state racing commis- 
sion has fired five jockeys for faking 
last year, and the stewards of the 
Jockey club, an organization of con- 
fessed gentlemen which dominates the 
horse racing business at the New York 
tracks, have tabled the applications of 
Clarence Kummer and Mark Fator for 
1926 riding licenses. 
Gentlemen or Nonmembers. 


The Kentucky state racing commis- 
sion gave names, dates and circum- 
stantial evidence in announcing the 
orders against the five jockeys whoa 
were ruled off there. But the Jockey 
club of New York, being composed of 
confessed gentlemen, is satisfied with 
its own honor and judgment. It need 
not say anything more about the 
“tabling’’ of Kummer’s and Fator’s 
licenses, although it may condescend. 
In fact, it may issue the lieénses after 
all, with no obligation to explain the 
hesitancy. 

You are not to forget that the gen- 
‘lemen of the Jockey club are gentle- 
men. Nonmembers of the club are 
privileged to pay their admittance, 
‘erms, cash in advance, plus tax, and 
thus help support the horse racing 
business in New York. But year in 
ind year out there is no gentlemen 
iike a member of the jockey club, and 
when curious events take place the 
customers are authorized to mind their 
own business.
